One 
quadrangle, 
embracing 
the 
eastern edge of Adams county and the 
southwestern part of York county, is 
a 
portion 
of the topographic 
and 
geological survey that will he made 
this summer under the 
direction of 
the Pennsylvania Department of In­ 
ternal Affairs in co-operation with the 
United States survey. 
The work in 
this section has been started and is 
under the direction of J. F. McBeth, 
according to an announcement made 
by Dr. George IL Ashley, chief of the 
bureau. 
The topographic Survey, when com­ 
pleted, will show 
practically 
every 
detail on Pennsylvania’s surface and 
on the maps will be shown elevations, 
shapes and sloped of hills 
and 
the 
locations of roads, railroads, 
water­ 
ways, houses and 
large 
buildings. 
The use of these quadrangle maps in 
helping 
to 
locate 
water 
plants, 
sewage systems, railroads, wire lines, 
roads and manufacturing towns and 
in assisting 
in town 
anil 
regional 
planning will be invaluable. 
In discussing the work, Dr. Ashley 
said 
that 
in 
the 
beginning 
a 
triangulation party is sent into a dis­ 
trict to establish a station on some 
high hill or 
prominent 
point. 
This 
spot is then given its exact 
location 
on the earth’s surface in relation to 
parallels and meridians and from this 
point secondary triangulation stations 
are 
established. 
Some 
of 
these 
secondary 
stations 
to 
be 
plotted 
would 
be 
hills, 
houses, 
church 
steeples and other prominent places. 
Traverse men then enter the 
dis­ 
trict and make levels and establish 
bench marks from which all surveys 
in the future for any purpose may be 
started. 
After 
the levels 
are 
es­ 
tablished 
at principal 
points 
then 
lines are run showing the libation of 
roads, hill tops, houses and streams. 
Filially the topographer takes up his 
work and after checking up the skele­ 
ton maps, fills in the sheets showing 
the shapes of the surface and indicat­ 
ing all of the hills, slopes, valleys and 
lowlands in the district and likewise 
pointing out every thing which can he 
seen on the surface.

In 1008 the first Philippine carnival 
was held on historic W allace Field in 
Manila in February, when the clim ate 
of the Islands Is at Its hest, and each 
succeeding year there has been a larg­ 
er and

elaborate 
celebration. 
The 1020, or Victory Carnival, will bo 
the greatest event of its sort ever beld 
anywhere In the Far East. 
There are com m ercial and govern­ 
ment exhibits in connection with the 
carnival, nm! on no o ther occasion is it 
possible to gain at once such a com ­ 
prehensive Idea of the production and 


developm ent o f resources o f the archi­ 
pelago as that which is offered the 
visitor at the carnival city. 
In the evenings the carnival becomes 
the center o f Philippine and oriental 
social activity. 
A huge open air audi­ 
torium serves for the elaborate nightly 
balls, and on' its mammoth floor thou­ 
sands of couples sw ing together to the 
strains of m usic furnished by the fa­ 
m ous Constabulary and other m ilitary 
hands. 
Probably at no other place in 
the world will one see (in equally Im­ 
pressive cosmopolitan spectacle. 
The Manila visitor who can plan hts 
trip to arrive at the I'earl of the Orient 
for carnival tim e may well deem him­ 
self fortunate.
